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EASTER 

History  has  a strange  way  of  upsetting  contemporary 
evaluation  of  certain  events.  It  has  vindicated  men 
like  Gallileo  and  Columbus,  Bach  and  Van  Gogh,  Lincoln 
and  others.  Men  laughed  at  the  eccentricities  of  Robert 
Goddard  when  he  fired  the  first  liquid  propelled  rocket 
in  1926.  Yet  the  events  of  recent  weeks  have  vindicated 
this  pioneer. 

Nowhere  is  this  more  true  than  in  Christian  tradition. 
Had  you  been  standing  with  the  crowd  at  the  trial  of 
Jesus  and  been  asked  to  evaluate  the  comparative  impact 
upon  history  of  Jesus  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  powerful 
Roman  Empire  on  the  other,  which  would  you  have  chosen? 
Here  was  an  itinerant  preacher,  thought  at  best  to  be  a 
dreamer  and  visionary,  at  worst  a charlatan,  sorcerer  or 
indeed,  the  Devil  Incarnate.  Even  his  closest  followers 
thought  him  to  be  unrealistic  and  out  of  touch  with  the 
times.  It  took  the  Resurrection  to  place  all  of  this  in 
the  proper  perspective,  and  as  we  look  back  through  the 
eyes  of  the  Resurrection,  we  see  that  his  was  the  great- 
er reality,  his  teachings  were  more  significant  and 
vital  than  any  other  the  world  has  known. 

In  spite  of  history's  evaluation  of  Jesus,  contemporary 
judgments  of  the  moment  have  little  use  for  the  teach- 
ings of  Jesus  in  the  face  of  possible  atomic  annihila- 
tion. Love,  peace  and  human  concern  are  again  tagged  as 
Idealistic  and  nice,  but  impractical  and  unrealistic. 

Could  it  be  that  we  have  forgotten  the  victory  of  the 
Resurrection,  that  we  are  too  limited  by  the  myopic 
perspective  that  has  plagued  man  through  the  centuries. 
For  not  only  did  the  Resurrection  place  the  events  of 
Jesus'  life  in  the  proper  perspective  - it  gave  a new 
dimension  to  all  of  history  that  was  to  follow.'  For  the 
Christian  it  is  the  focal  point  through  which  all 
decisions  must  be  seen  and  evaluated. 

The  need  today  is  for  those  who  discount  contemporary 
judgments  (colored  as  they  are  by  hatreds,  fears,  and 
tensions),  and  who  will  look  at  the  present  and  the 
future  through  the  event  of  the  Resurrection.  Then  and 
only  then  will  the  realization  come  that  love,  peace  and 
human  concern  for  our  neighbors  will  bring  a lasting 
peace  to  the  world.

This  summer  we  are  going  to  be  continuing  our  dispersal 
of  living  shelters  by  moving  some  more  of  our  cabins  so 
that  each  of  the  tribes  and  village  groups  will  be  sit- 
uated much  farther  away  from  their  closest  neighbors. 
In  addition  to  these  cabin  shelters,  however,  we  are 
purchasing  a number  of  hogans  which  will  be  located  in 
the  woods  where  some  real  out-camping  can  take  place. 
This  will  mean  that  the  majority  of  our  campers  will  be 
living  in  teepees,  covered  wagons,  or  hogans  this  sum- 
mer and  these  will  add  real  flavor  and  zest  to  the 
camping  experience  of  our  young  people. 


This  year  the  Younger  Boys  Camp  area,  known  as  the  Out- 
post area  in  Older  Girls  Camp,  is  receiving  major  atten- 
tion in  our  next  steps  in  the  capital  improvement  pro- 
gram at  Miniwanca.  Relocating  of  living  cabins,  begun 
last  year  in  the  Main  Unit,  is  now  being  extended  to  the 
Outpost  Unit.  This  project  will  result  in  four  lovely 
village  groupings  of  eight  cabins  each  with  the  cabins 
carefully  oriented  toward  the  village  center  and  located 
a minimum  of  fifty  feet  distance  from  one  another.  Two 
of  these  villages  will  be  in  close  proximity  to  living 
cabin  areas  previously  in  use,  but  the  spread  and  re- 
grouping of  the  cabins  will  enhance  the  living  situation 
for  campers  assigned  to  them. 

In  order  to  provide  the  needed  additional  space,  two  new 
village  areas  are  being  developed  - one  in  the  valley 
and  on  the  ridges  behind  and  to  the  south  of  the  Murphy 
Memorial  Shelter,  and  one  on  a lovely  plateau  and  ridge 
area  just  to  the  south  of  Chapel  Dune.  New  toilet  and 
shower  facilities  will  be  developed  for  these  new  village 
areas,  together  with  additional  utility  services,  needed 
service  roads  and  fire  safety  installations. 

The  area  previously  used  for  the  camp  dump  has  been 
fully  cleared  and  cleaned,  thus  providing  one  of  the 
finest  playfleld  layouts  on  the  camp  property.  Addi- 
tional playfields  are  being  made  available  by  the 
construction  of  a foot  bridge  from  the  Younger  Boys  Camp 
across  to  the  Benona  Lodge  area  purchased  and  developed 
last  year. 

These  developments  are  a continuation  of  the  program 
initiated  by  the  Trustees  following  the  fire  in  1960,  a 
program  made  possible  by  support  contributors  are  giving 
to  our  Capital  Improvement  Fund. 

Join  us  in  1962  for  the  adventure  of  using  these  newly 
developed  facilities. 


Last  summer,  several  of  the  camping  groups  has  oppor- 
tunity to  take  two  or  three  day  mountain  climbing  trips 
in  the  White  Mountains  of  New  Hampshire  and  this  year 
that  program  is  going  to  be  expanded  so  that  the  oppor- 
tunity will  be  afforded  to  a number  of  other  campers 
with  the  possibility  for  an  even  longer  period  of 
tripping  for  older  campers.  We  have  also  expanded  our 
Younger  Boys  and  Younger  Girls  camping  to  include  six- 
teen year  olds,  and  are  hopeful  that  we  will  have  a 
large  number  of  this  age  involved  in  our  Younger  Camps 
this  summer. 

We  are  happy  to  welcome  back  two  long-time  Founders  to 
the  Directorship  of  our  Younger  Camps  at  Merrowvista 
with  JUNE  BELLI,  who  directed  Y.  G.  last  summer,  again 
serving  in  that  capacity  this  year.  June  Beilis  is  a 
graduate  of  Merrowvista  Older  Girls  Camp  and  has  been 
in  the  Merrowvista  program  for  a number  of  years.  The 
Younger  Boys  Director  will  be  TCW  WELCH,  a long-time 
Miniwanca  Y.  B.  leader,  who  served  on  the  Merrowvista 
staff  last  summer.  Both  of  these  young  people  are 
school  teachers  by  profession,  and  Tom  will  be  finishing 
his  Master's  degree  this  spring  in  Guidance  and  Counsel- 
ing from  the  University  of  Florida. 

As  this  is  being  written,  the  snow  still  lies  deep 
around  the  Merrowvista  buildings  and  the  ice  on  Dan  Hole 
Pond  is  more  than  two  feet  thick,  yet  there  is  much  life 
in  the  woods;  the  squirrels,  porcupines  and  white  tall 
deer  leave  their  tracks  as  they  cross  the  meadow.  Life 
is  abundant  in  these  hills  while  all  nature  begins  to 
gird  itself  for  spring.  For  spring  will  come  and  with 
it  summer,  and  the  hills  again  will  resound  with  laugh- 
ter and  joy  as  the  Barn  is  rocked  with  the  stamping  feet 
and  ringing  voices  of  "Way  Down  In  Our  Founder  Hearts, 
I Got  A feeling,  Merrowvista,  For  You."  Why  not  have 
your  personal  representative  at  Merrowvista  this  summer 
to  enjoy  the  fun,  and  profit  by  the  challenges.

Campers  of  1961  will  remember  the  day  at  Mtniwanca  when 
they  gave  to  the  World  Wide  Founder  Fellowship  fund.  We 
are  happy  to  report,  through  the  pages  of  the  Founder 
Fire,  where  these  fine  gifts  are  being  invested  abroad. 
Space  does  not  permit  us  to  report  as  fully  as  we  should 
like,  and  to  quote  as  freely  as  we  wish  we  might  from 
the  wonderful  letters  received  from  Founders  who  are 
distributors  of  these  funds. .. From  Anatolia  College, 
Thessaloniki,  Greece,  DESPINA  AMARANTIDOU  writes:  "Three 
years  ago  a group  of  Anatolia  College  students  adopted 
a new  village  called  Polidendri  - a place  with  200 
families.  The  main  project  the  students  undertook  was 
to  build  a youth  center.  This  is  of  great  importance, 
because  the  young  people  there  have  very  little  educa- 
tion. In  this  center  the  boys  and  girls  will  be  able 
to  find  good  books  and  papers  to  read.  They  will  have 
a place  to  hold  meetings  and  discuss  the  problems  of 
the  village.  With  the  money  you  sent  our  young  people 
bought  four  metal  frames  for  the  four  large  windows  of 
the  center .Through  camper  CARMEN  ARNILLAS  a contri- 
bution went  to  Lima,  Peru,  Carmen's  native  city.  Writes 
Carmen:  "It  will  be  used  for  a 'Cuidad  de  los  Ninos' 
(a  city  for  needy  children)  in  the  outskirts  of  Lima. 
This  amount  of  money  is  about  one  thousand  soles  - a 
lot  of  money  in  Peruvian  currency. ".. .Several  Founders 
in  Africa  are  distributing  funds.  MARIE  (Schafer)  BENSON 
writes  from  Tanganyika  of  horrible  floods  at  Christmas 
time,  of  their  back  yard  being  full  of  people  begging 
for  food,  and  of  her  thankfulness  for  the  Wo-Wi-Fo-Fe 
gift,  which  helped  many  who  were  hungry. . .JOANNE  (Scho- 
ber)  DESMOND,  stationed  in  Ghana,  reports  that  the  money 
sent  her  helped  to  give  Christmas  gifts  to  children  of 
parents  having  leprosy  and  children  in  the  hospital... 
Money  from  the  fund  has  again  been  sent  to  Bill  Pruitt, 
husband  of  VIRGINIA  (Gray)  PRUITT,  who  has  been  in  the 
thick  of  things  in  the  Congo ...

REPORT  OF  JENNIE  DOIDGE'S  AFRICAN  JOURNEY 

This  past  summer  JENNIE  DOIDGE  and  EVELYN  LEATHERBURY 
shared  in  the  Council  for  Christian  Social  Action,  Unit- 
ed Church  of  Christ , African  Journey.  Following  are 
excerpts  from  Jennie ' s report  of  their  remarkable  trip. 

"Throughout  the  seven  weeks , our  contacts  were  with  men 
and  women  in  government , social  welfare , education , indus- 
try, agriculture , the  Christian  Church,  Leaders  of  Islam, 
and  our  American  Consulates  and  Embassies . With  just  a 
touchdown  at  Rome  and  Cairo,  we  made  the  long  trek  down 
the  Nile  to  Entebbe  and  Kampala,  the  two  Capitols  of 
Uganda,  Kenya,  Tanganyika  and  Zanzibar  in  East  Africa, 
Southern  Rhodesia  in  South  Central  Africa,  the  Congo, 
Ghana,  Liberia  and  Senegal. 

"Africa  is  a vast, complex  continent , fragmented  by  tribe, 
language,  race  and  religion.  South  of  the  Sahara  165 
million  live  - the  African  family  with  less  than  $100  a 
year  average  income;  with  887<,  unable  to  read  or  write 
(but  don't  equate  Illiteracy  with  ignorance);  with  52% 
not  yet  21  years  of  age,  and  a people  over  whom  the  sha- 
dow of  'slavery'  still  hangs  in  memory  like  an  ominous 
dark  cloud;  a people  who  want  freedom  now! 

"To  sum  it  up  simply,  the  African  wants  his  heritage  of 
language,  song,  dance,  arts  and  crafts,  family  loyalty 
and  respect  for  leadership  - the  (cont'd  next  page)

chief,  whether  he  be  of  the  tribe  or  the  head  of  govern- 
ment. But  most  of  all  he  wants  to  be  a human  being.  He 
wants  to  be  a person  in  his  world,  equal  with  anyone  in 
the  world.  He  wants  human  dignity. 

"A  few  of  the  signs  of  hope  are; 

The  new  universities  being  developed. 

The  way  men  are  learning  better  ways  of  farming. 

Spots  where  Europeans  and  Africans  of  good  will  work  to- 
gether . 

The  eagerness  of  old  and  young  to  learn. 

The  quality  of  the  African  leadership. 

The  power  of  common  men  and  women  to  bring  about  a bet- 
ter way  of  life." 

"Briefly,  here  are  a few  of  the  never-to-be-forgotten 
experiences . 

Seven  of  us  women  in  three  cars  with  our  drivers,  stuck 
at  dusk  on  a back  jungle  road,  while  the  rest  of  our 
party  waited  a few  miles  away;  the  sight  of  a dozen  or 
more  African  men,  hurrying  out  of  the  jungle  at  the 
sound  of  a whistle,  who,  with  a song,  heaved  the  cars 
out  of  the  mud  holes  and  followed  until  we  were  on  dry 
road. 

The  beauty  of  Mt.  Kilimanjaro,  the  Mountains  of  the  Moon 
and  Victoria  and  Murchisan  Falls.  No  wonder  Africans 
told  Livingstone  of  the  Land  of  Smoke  (Victoria  Falls). 

The  friendly,  happy  spirit  of  the  Africans  in  the  market 
place,  church  and  school. 

Singing  Christmas  Carols  in  Uganda  with  children  in  a 
Leper  Colony,  where  those  cured  came  back  to  work  and 
live  on  the  Island. 

The  spirit  of  Mission  Schools  and  Hospitals  - missionar- 
ies, patients  and  students. 

The  breathless  excitement  of  seeing  animals  on  the  Nile. 

The  shy  friendliness  of  the  children, and  sometimes  their 
fright  of  a white  face. 

The  joy  of  common  worship  in  the  Swahili  language,  sing- 
ing hymns  of  the  Christian  Church." 

"1  close  with  the  prayer  of  an  African  boy,  who  for  the 
first  time  heard  the  story  of  Jesus, and  saw  a woman 
sewing  with  a needle;  'Lord  Jesus,  you  be  the  needle, 
I will  be  the  cotton  thread.  You  go  through  first  and 
I will  follow  where  you  lead.  Amen.'"
